In another column we publish a call 
for a republican city convention to 
place in nomination candidates for 
the various city offices. 
This is a 
move of which the 
D ispatch heartily 
approves and has advocated all along 
for what seems to us good and suffici­ 
ent reasons. In the first place it will 
give us a good strong republican 
organization, and train the republi­ 
cans of the city and county to work 
more in unity in state and national 
campaigns.

Oar reason for 
favoring a move of this kind is to 
strengthen 
the party , which 
we 
believe it will do, even if its candidate« 
are defeated, for we will still have a 
good organization formed for work in 
the future. But we do not fear de­ 
feat if a desire to nominate our best 
men actuates the convention as we be­ 
lieve it should and will. Then if re­ 
publicans ia the city will unite and 
support the ticket, defeat is im|*oasible. 
As it now is the most of our offices are 
oocupied by democrats, and when a 
democrat is elected by the grace of 
republican votes, a report is sent 
broadcast over the state that Brainerd 
has gone democratic, just as if the 
fight had been on party lines, when in 
fact it is not, nor never has been a 
democratic city . Republicans are m 
the majority and should govern the 
city and be held responsible. 
There­ 
fore let us draw party lines and get 
the credit if we win, or be justly en­ 
titled to the odium of defeat if we 
loose. The cry that this movement is 
in the interest of certain ones will b«* 
made by democrats at any time a party 
organization is attempted, so this 
should not stop the republicans of the 
city from contijuing the good work 
until Brainerd is safely in the republi­ 
can fold where she rightly belongs.

Use of Railroad Tickets. 
The following circular, just issued 
by the general passenger agent of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, is of spec­ 
ial interest to the railway s and public 
at large: 
Sax F rakcisco , March 12, 1891. 
On May 15, 1889, two unlimited 
first-class tickets of the issue of the 
I’nion Pacific Railway company for 
San Diego, Cal., were presented by 
H. E. Drummond and wife for their 
passage over this coauiany ’s road 
from Ogden, Utah, to Los Angeles, 
California. 
The tickets were sold at Blue Rap­ 
ids, Kan., on April 15, 1889, to one E. 
K. Campbell. The selling agent had 
allowed the tickets to leave his hands 
without the jtassenger's signature to 
the contract or that of himself as wit- 
n» *ss thereto. 
The purchaser (Campbell! used the 
tickets for passage to Ogden and then 
disj>osed of them to a ticket broker, 
by whom they were sold to Mr. 
Drummond. 
Under our rules and because the 
tickets had lieen transferred, our con­ 
ductor declined to accept them for 
the passage of Mr. and .Mrs. Drum­ 
mond, and they wore required to leave 
our train at Promontory , Utah, and 
purchase local tickets. As a result, 
Mr. Drummond sued this comjiany in 
the First district court of I tab for 
$10 000 damages. On the trial, the 
judge’s charge to the jurv on Feb. 22, 
1890, was such as to result in a verdict 
for the plaintiff in the sum of 1115.7 5. 
An appeal *as taken by this com­ 
pany from this verdict to the supreme 
cour* of the Territory of Utah, and 
the decision of the lower court was re­ 
versed on Feb. 3, 1891. This decision 
is of special interest to railroad com- 
I>aiiies.

dutv as claimed by the plaintiff. The

The court instructed the jury in op­ 
position to those views, and in that 
regard his instructions are erroneous. 
We also think there is no evidence 
in the record to enpport the verdict. 
But it is claimed that the conductor 
took up the tickets and therefore the 
plaintiff should recover. Bnt he had 
a right to do that under the contract 
and the plaintiff was not damaged, as 
he had the tickets at the trial and in­ 
troduced them in evidence. 
As this error disposes of this case, 
we deem it unnecessary to pass upon 
the other alleged errors. 
The case is reversed and a venire 
be novo awarded.

and the defendant appeals, asserting 
that it was the duty of the conductor 
to refuse to honor the tickets and take 
them up and compel the plaintiff to 
pav full fare or leave the tram. The 
tickets were contract tickets, and. 
amongst others, contained this condi­ 
tion: 
•’Third—If not so used: if more 
than one date is canceled, or if pre­ 
sented by any other person thau the 
original holder, this ticket is void, and 
the conductor will take up and collect 
full fare." 
This class of tickets are usually 
signed by the purchasers but these 
were not. 
These tickets were sold at Blue 
Rapids. Kan., by an agent of the 
Union Pacific company and used to 
Salt Luke Citv, aud there sold to the 
ticket broker. 
Before purchasing the tickets the 
plaintiff went to the ticket office of the 
Union Pacific at Salt Lake City with 
the broker and had the following con­ 
versation aud the following trans­ 
action: “Saw Mr. Ingalls, who was 
an employ e of the said company , and 
told him the plaintiff wished to pur­ 
chase the« e two tickets. He looked 
at the tickets and saw where they were 
sold and said all right, y ou can sell 
them and we will guarantee y ou will 
get through all right. 
We will limit 
these tickets and have Mr. Drummond 
sign them and will give a letter to 
Mr. Drummond to the conductors on 
the Central Pacific railroad, author­ 
izing them to honor these tickets. 
Mr. Ingalls gave the letter and Mr 
Drummond signed the tickets and 
bought them. T he letter was signed 
by Parker, per Ingalls, aud Parker 
swears positively he had no authority 
to sell tickets over the road of defend­ 
ant company . 
The letter spoken of was not intro­ 
duced in evidence, and we cannot tell 
its contents. 
Tne question is. was it the duty of 
the defendant to honor these tickets, 
although presented by persons other 
than the original purchasers? They 
were through tickets, and were sold 
for a less price thau the local fare; 
and the purchasers agreed not to sell 
them and the tickets stated on their 
face that they were noo-transferable. 
The purchaser when he bought 
these tickets knew that he had no 
right to ride part way upon them and 
sell them for the rest of the way : and 
the plaintiff knew by the terms of the 
tickets he had no right to buy them; 
but, anx ious to ride to his destination 
for less than the regular fare, he con­ 
sidered the matter and bought on the 
opinion of a man wholly unauthorized 
to bind the defendant company . And 
his suspicions should have been 
aroused by the conduct of the pre­ 
tended agent: because, if the tickets 
were entitled to be honored on their 
merits, a letter to the conductors was 
unnecessary , and if not the officious 
letter of the pretended agent would 
be unavailing; and this ought to have 
suggested to him that the tickets 
would be dishonored unless by the 
influence of this letter the conductors 
would be induced to neglect their 
duty . 
This class of contract tickets are 
valid, 
aud 
common 
carriers are 
authorized to enforce them.

he accepted the 
terms of the contract, and was bound 
bv them.

I a lit Legal Decision as to the 
Use »»f Railroad Tickets. 
The following circular, just issued 
by the general passenger agent of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, is of sp* c- 
ial interest to the railways and public 
at large: 


S a s F r a n c is c o , March 12, 1891. 
On May 15, 1889, two unlimited 
first-class tickets of the issue of the 
Union Pacific Railway company for 
San Diego, Cal., were presented by 
H. E. Drummond and wife for their 
assage over this company’s road 
rom Ogden, Utah, to Los Angeles, 
California. 
The tickets were sold at Blue Rap­ 
ids, Kan., on April 15, 1889, to one E. 
K. Campbell. The selling agent had 
allowed the tickets to leave his hands 
without the passenger’s signature to 
the contract or that of himself as wit­ 
ness thereto. 
The purchaser (Campbell) used the 
tickets for passage to Ogden and then 
disposed or them to a ticket broker. 
by whom they were sold to Mr. 
Drummond. 
Under our rules and because the 
tickets had been transferred, our con­ 
ductor declined to accept them for 
the passage of Mr. and Mrs. Drum­ 
mond, and they were required to leave 
our train at Promontory, Utah, and 
purchase local tickets. As a result, 


the

Rapids. Kau., by an agent of the 
Union Pacific company and used to 
Salt Lake City, and there sold to the 
ticket broker. 
Before purchasing the tickets the 
plaintiff went to the ticket office of the 
Union Pacific at Salt Lake City with 
the broker and had the following con­ 
versation and the following trans­ 
action: “Saw Mr. Ingalls, who was 
an employe of the said company, and 
told him the plaintiff wished to pur­ 
chase these two tickets. He looked 
at the tickets and saw where they were 
sold and said all right you can sell 
them and we will guarantee you will 
get through all right. 
We will limit 
these tickets and have Mr. Drummond 
sign them and will give a letter to 
Mr. Drummond to the conductors on 
the Central Pacific railroad, author­ 
izing them to honor these tickets. 
Mr. Ingalls gave the letter and Mr. 
Drummond signed the tickets and 
bought them. 
T he letter was signed 
by Parker, per Ingalls, and Parker 
swears positively he had no authority 
to sell tickets over the road of defend­ 
ant company. 
The letter spoken of was not intro­ 
duced in evidence, and we cannot tell 
its contents. 
Tile question is, was it the duty of 
the defendant to honor these tickets, 
although presented by persons other 
than the original purchasers? They 
were through tickets, and were sold 
for a less price than the local fare; 
and the purchasers agreed not to sell 
them and the tickets stated on their 
face that they were non-transferable. 
The purchaser when he bought 
these tickets knew that he had no 
right to ride part way upon them and 
sell them for the rest of the way: and 
the plaintiff knew by the terms of the 
tickets he had no right to buy them; 
but, anxious to ride to bis destination 
for less than the regular fare, he con­ 
sidered the matter and bought on the 
opinion of a man wholly unauthorized 
to bind the defendant company. And 
his suspicions should have 
been 
aroused by the conduct of the pre­ 
tended agent: because, if the tickets 
were entitled to be honored on their 
merits, a letter to the conductors was 
unnecessary, and if not the officious 
letter of the pretended agent would 
be unavailing; and this ought to have 
suggested to him that the tickets 
would be dishonored unless by the 
influence of this letter the conductors 
would be induced to neglect their 
duty. 
This class of contract tickets are 
valid, 
and 
common 
carriers are 
authorized to enforce them.

The court instructed the jury in op­ 
position to these views, and in that 
regard his instructions are erroneous.

But he had 
a right to do that under the contract 
and the plaintiff was not damaged, as 
he had toe tickets at the trial and in­ 
troduced them in evidence.

F a c ts A b o u t th e M o o n . 
“ There are one or two thing* about the 
moon th at everyone should k n o w ,'says 
Irof. E. B. Hold. n in the Youth s Com­ 
panion. 
“ How bright is the lull moon, do 
you think? Suppose you look up at the 
moon on Hie next clear night. 
The sky is 
a pale blue, and the moon is a m o-t daz­ 
zling bright against it. 
If the whole can­ 
opy of the sky were made up of lull 
moons, and if one wore in the 'enter of 
such a shining shell, one m ight think thai 
the glare would be intolerable. 
“ But let us see. This very same moon 
you have often seen 
i i i the daytim e a- a 
pale white disk, just barely visible against 
tile background of the sky. 
In tact, unless 
you know exactly where to look, you may 
require a m inute or two to find it. 
“ That means that the daylight sky is riot 
so very different in brilliancy from the 
nearly full moon, or it means that you 
could very well live under a sky whose 
every n ait whs just as bright a* the moon 
itself. 
We may say, then, that the brightness of 
the moon is not so very much greater than 
tlie brightness ot the -am e area of sky. The 
sun is as bright as tisO <DU lull moons. 
Once again you ought to know and re­ 
mem ber how large Hie moon is. 
Its diam ­ 
eter is sto u t 2,UUU mil.-*—one-fourth of the 
earth—-and ifs angular diam eter is about 
half a degree. Aa there are I so degrees from 
the east (>oint to west (>oint of Hie horizon 
measured through Hie zenith, there is room 
for 5(>0 iud moon- in an arch spanning the 
heaven* from east to west, each one touch­ 
ing the rim s of ill Oft* next it. 
A nother thing, too, youahould notice and 
I understand. The moon looks larger near 
. the horizon than it floes when it is over- 
I hexd. 
The common explanation of this 
fact is essentially the true one —that i*. tlie 
low moon f* near enough to the horizon to 
to ooni J-ared with bib- or ire*-* or homes, 
and consequently, it looks large, while the 
high moon L* isolated, and one lite no term 
I of com parison. 
In both ti -es the angular diam eter is 
about h alf a degree, as you can prove for 
j yourself with a h u la ingenuity.

SOME INSTRUCTIVE POINTS FOR 
THE AMERICAN FARMER. 


The 
Farm er’s 
H o rse 
and 
H o w 
to Raise* H im — Plant C ar- 
ro ts-O ve rfced in g F o w ls 
—T he Cruel 
C heck 
Rein. 


The F arm er's H o rse and H o w to 
R aise Him. 
It is seldom tha t the fanner Raises 
a horse with the intention of wearing 
him out. The greater part of the 
hors« *s raised on the farm are work ed 
till they arrive a t a salable age and 
then sold to go to some of the large 
cit ies. I would say, then, the farm er’s 
horse would be the breed or k ind of a 
horse tha t he could do his farm work 
with am i sell the m ost readily and for 
the highest av« » rage price. This being 
the case we will have to adopt one of 
the m any draft breeils. 
As to which 
of the draft breeds is best calculated 
for the farm and a t tbe sam e tim e 
com m ands the highest price 1 will 
teave for the readier to decide for him­ 
self. 
F or my part I would prefer the 
Clydesdale. 
To raise a good horse we m ust have 
goo« l stock to br**ed from, am i then 
follow with plenty of go<x l feed and 
good care. B ut we do not all have 
goo« l m ares to br« » ed from ,am i m any of 
our farm er’s, more especially those who 
are just starting in the business haven’t 
got the m eans to purchase an ap­ 
pro ve« l brood m are. 
Under th« ?se ctr- 
« •umstam-es we m ust use the best we 
have, hree« lliigto the best horse we 
« •an limi. 
Don’t bree« i to an inferior 
or low grade horse just because be is 
$5 or $10 cheaper, or rather lower in 
price, as the service of a good horse is 
cheaper a t any reasonable figure than 
an inferior horse for nothing. There 
are few neighborhoods where there is 
not a good «1 raft stallion, and if we 
would only patronize the good ones 
th« *re would la? more of tha t sort and 
fewer of the inferior sort. 
But we 
m ust not only breed from tl*e best, 
but we m ust judiciously f«w*d and cars 
for the young sto« k . 
Give plenty 
o f 
bone am i muscle producing foods, 
warm shelter in cold w eather and 
plenty of pure w ater. Don’t forget to 
hamlie the colts; tie them up, teach I 
them to have confidence in you— 
j 
in short. I>e on general good term s 
with the colts and you will have 
no trouble when you come to put them , 
to work . 
Raising good horses is both 
a pleasant and a profitable business, 
while the opposite is true of raising in­ 
ferior ones. 
T re a tm e nt of S ic k A nim al» . 
American Dairymen: It is not al­ 
ways easy for a farm er to determ ine 
just what treatm ent is liest for a sick 
anim al, while educated veterinarians 
are som etim es in doubt w hat course 
to 
pursue. It is not strange tha t 
farm ers who have had no opportun­ 
ity to study the sym ptom s ami tre a t­ 
ment of disease are perplex ed when 
they find some of their anim als are 
sick . Th« *re is one thing, however, 
tha t is always safe to « lo. T hat is to 
isolate the effect« ?d anim al at once, If 
the* disease is contagious it is a m a t­ 
ter of great m om ent. If it proves to 
la* only a simple m alady, the rem oval 
of the sick creature from the others 
can do no harm , while it will give bet­ 
ter op|s» rtunities for care and nursing 
ami will greatly hasten recovery. If 
the disease is contagious, prom pt re­ 
m oval m ay prevent its spread. Often­ 
tim es whole flock s of sheep or her« !» 


causes 
indigestion, resulting in 
m 
drooping, 
m orbid condition of the 
whole system and finally enlargement 
of the liver and sudden death. Fowls 
thus overfed will give b ut few if any, 
« » ggs, are subject to the a tta c k ot any 
m alignant disease floating in the air, 
&n« l are a decided loss generally. 
Fowls should be fed m oderately, and 
it is alw ays an ex cellent plan to scat­ 
ter their dry feed in the hay or straw 
litter in the yard or on gravelly places, 
where 
they 
will be compelled to 
scratch for it. This will insure a rea­ 
sonable am ount of m uscular ex ercise 
for their legs and body, and help them 
as 
much as 
anything else to k eep 
them in a healthy condition, and pro­ 
fitable development. 


Dairy Butter. 
To our notion good dairy butter is 
the best b utter tha t was ever made. 
But little of it brings as good price as 
creamer>’ and for the reason tha t it is 
not as generally w ell made. It is often 
said tha t the only difference bet ween 
cream ery and well inmle « lairy b utter 
is tha t one is made in the cream ery, 
and the other in the dairy. T ha t is 
not all the differeo« *« . Creamery b ut­ 
ter suggests to the public good quality 
am i « lairy b utter suggests inferior 
quality. There 
is great injustice in 
this unqualified estim ate. No doubt 
of tha t. 
But If the dairy has the 
sam e facilities for mak ing butter tha t 
the cream ery has it will alw ays be just 
as goo« !, and as a m atter of fa« t much 
l» etter than a great deal of cream ery 
butter is. 
Whenever the num ber of 
cows w arrant it, and all the inachin- 
ery of the cream ery is secured, and in­ 
telligently operated, the b utter will be 
first class.—W estern Rural. 


H o w T o Grow O nio ns, 
If you propose to grow any onions 
this season, plow the ground deep as 
you will, but afterw ard roll and harrow I 
and roll aguin until the soil is thorough­ 
ly com pacted through its whole depth.

tern; not by letting the patient shiver 
in a snowbank , b ut by giving him an 
ex tra allowance of warm bedclothing 
with the additional lux ury of breath- ; 

A m ovem ent of air 
through the room is secured by leaving 
a window open both a t the top an« ) 
the bottom .

Plant C arro ts. 
P lant some carrots this year, if you 
have never « lone so before. 
Some of 
them you will probably be able to sell a t 
from 5 0 cents to $1 [K*r bushel, accord­ 
ing to theiracarcity and your location. 
W hat you can not sell will m ak e an 
ex cellent and profitable addition to 
the feed of the horses, cows and colts 
through the winter. A few pounds fed 
to the cows each day will go far to ­ 
ward mak ing the fine “ b utte r color” 
tha t it is so desirable, yet often so 
hard to a tta in in the winter. 
Ex peri­ 
enced cultivators get eighty bushels 
p« ?r acre. 
If you can grow half 
a<* 
m any they should not cost more than 
10 cents ner bushel, an« i will be worth 
very niucn more tha n tha t as an a d ­ 
dition to the feeding ration. 
Sow the 
seed ra the r thick ly in drills, and thin 
out with a narrow -bladed hoe, so as 
to leave the roots about three inches 
apa rt. The la tte r m ethod will not 
give as nice, sm ooth roots for m ark et, 
but will give as good a yield, quite as 
valauble for feeding, and will greatly 
reduce the labor of thinning. 
Use the 
stum p-rooted or half-long sorts, as 
the labor of diistmg is not so much as 
the care with the longer varieties. 


B utter Sho uld be B rin e-Salted, 
There are two strong reasons why 
b utter should be brine-salted while it 
is in the granular condition, 
says 
H oard ’s D airym an. F irst, tha t the 
influence of the salt m ay disengage the 
caseous m atter from the fat, so tha t 
it can be easily wash« ?d out; and 
second, tha t the granule, of b utter 
m ay be enveloped in strong brine.and 
the salting nearly done, so tha t far 
less work ing of the b utter will be 
necessitated, than is the case when 
there is considerable caseous m atter 
left in it, and the salt is all to be work ­ 
ed through it, to m ak e it as evenly 
distributed 
through 
the 
m ass as 
possible. 
But it tak es m ore salt? 
True, for the first tim e b utter is sa lt­ 
ed tha t way; an« i subsequently, too, 
if the brine tha t comes aw ay is throw n 
aw ay. 
But if it is Hayed and clarified 
by standing, it will not tak e much 
m ore salt tha t way than by the old 
m ethod. But even if it does tak e m ore 
wilt it pays. 


O verfeeding Fo w ls. 
Many beginners in poultry-k eeping 
fall into the error of overfeeding their 
fowls. 
Even a little overfeeding con­ 
tinued for some length of tim e is far 
more injurious than underfeeding. It

If you w ant milk for butter-m ak ing 
test it for fat globules. 
If you want 
it for cheese-mak ing te st it also 
fo r 
caseine. 


When mix ing bran with the feed for 
milk cows it will be a gocx i plan to 
•raid well, as this tends to cook the 
feed. 
Dairymen should push the point of 
improvem ent by lessening the num ber 
of cows and increasing the yield per 
capita. 


By raising calves only from the l*est 
milk ers, bred to thoroughbred milk ing 
strains, dairym en could, w ithout in­ 
creasing the investm ent either in tim e 
or labor, add fully one-half to their 
income. 


There is one dairy ration tha t m ay 
be ustsl to advantage everywhere and 
under any circum stances or condi­ 
tions. 
It costs nothing, b ut yields 
much pleasure anu profit, simple an« i 
com pound. 
It consists of gentleness, 
k indness—to be given in large quanti­ 
ties, m orning and evening, and especi­ 
ally a t milk ing time.
